An International Romance 
Ended on a Pacific 
Steamship. 


Strange Story of William 
Preston Hill’s In- 
heritance. 


His Mother a Belle of St. Charles 
and a Favorite in St. 
Louis. 


Her Divorce From Britton 
A. Hill and Its In- 
cidents. 


Charges and Counter-Charges in the Case—A 
Beautiful Witness—Career of Adventure 
Abroad—Intimate With Victor Emanuel 
—Finally Married to a Tailor—Domestic 
Difticulties—Death of the Tailor Under 
Strange Circumstances—Was It Murder 
or Suicide?—Her Departure for Australia

NEW YORK, March 16.—Richard J. Morrison, 
the Public Administrator, yesterday paid Wm. 
Preston Hill $49,201.48 in cash, and turned 
over to him about $16,000 in bonds, stocks and 
jewelry, being his share of the proceeds of the 
estate of a man young Hill never saw, and to- 
day the young man will startfor bis home in 
St. Louis with his pleasant windfall in his 
pocket. The money belonged to the estate of 
Josephine E. Hanson, widow of Louis Hanson, 
the Twenty-third street tailor who killed him- 
self or was killed July 4, 188, on Storm King 
Mountain, near Newburg. 

Louis Hanson was a Dane who was brought to 
this country asa cutter by Rock, the Fifth 
avenue tailor. He wasa first class workman 
and saved money enough to start in business 
for himself. He soon accumulated a snug 
fortune. In 1880 or 1881, having been deserted 
by a woman who had been living with him as 
his wife, he advertised for a housekeeper, and 
his advertisement was answered by a woman 
who called herself Mrs. Josephine E. Hunter. 
The woman was well educated, sprightly 
and a good talker, and Hanson was 
fascinated. She said that her maiden name 
was Courtney, but that she had been married 
at the age of 15 to Rudolph Hunter, an ofticer 
in the Confederate service, who died afew 
years later, and that she had been a widow for 
about 18 years. Hanson invited her to dine 
with him, and within a week they were 

ENGAGED TO BE MARRIED. 

A few days later he presented to ber a pair 
of diamond ear-rings and $1,000 in cash to pay 
for her wedding trousseau, but she kept the 
money and had the bills sent to him for pay- 
ment after their marriage. <Assoon as they 
were married she wished to travel, and he 
took her to Europe and left her there. 

He discovered afterwards that while alone in 
Europe she had passed under an assumed 
name. She returned by way of Boston and 
again joined him in New York, After her re- 

turn, however, she made herself so disagreea- 
ble that he was compelled to leave her and go 
to a hotel and she then sued him fora limited 
divorce. He employed Peter Mitchell and ex- 

Judge Russell to defend the suit. ‘‘His 
story astoldat thetime,’’ sald Mr. Mitchell 
yesterday in speaking of the case, ‘‘was the 
saddest tale ITever heard aman relate of his 
domestic troubles.’’ The suit was compro- 
mised after a time, however, and Hanson 
agreed to pay his wife $40 06a 
week and allow her to keep as 
much of the furniture as she necded for her 
own use but when he sued for his share of thie 
furniture she said it was in storage, when the 
fact was, as afterwards revealed, that she had 
caused itto be sold at auction. The papers 
for the legal separation were to be drawn up 
and signed July 5, 1885. On the 3d Mrs. Hanson 
sent for her husband and asked him to take 
her into the country for the fourth as she was 
ill ana dreaded the noise of the city on that 
day, and he consented. The next day they 
were alone on Storm AKing Mountain. 
Two pistol shots were heard and when help 
arrived Hanson was found stretched on the 
ground with a bullet wound in the head, a pis- 
tol beside him and his wife trying to staunch 
the flow of blood from his wound with her 
handkerchief. He was unconscious, and died 
in afew minutes. In explanation of 

THE TRAGEDY 
Mré. Hanson said that her husband had be- 


‘come angry and fired one shot at her and then 


placed the pistolto his own head and fired 
again. It was afterwards said that there were 
no powder marks about the wound In Hanson’s 
head, and that while Hanson himself did not 
own a revolver, and never carried one, his 
wife not only owned one, but knewhow to use 
the weapon. 

These and other circumstances connected 
with the tragedy raised a grave suspicion as 
to the truth of the woman’s story, and in the 
meantime the woman had disappeared and 
nothing was done. 

Hanson owned a fashionable tailoring estab- 
lishment at No. 6 West Twenty-third street, 
and lived at No. 444 Lexington avenue. He 
died intestate, leaving an estate valued at 
$156,472.73. This the widow put into the hands 
of the Public Administrator for settieoment, 
and three months liater, and before the 
estate was settied, started for Aus- 
tralia by way of the Isthmus. She 
died on ship board before reaching San 
Francisco. After reaching San Francisco her 
trunks were opened and letters were found, 


~—_ 
identified by the stewardess of the vessel on 
which she died, and her trnnks were sent back 
to this city. In these trunks were bundles of 
letters which disclosed many facts not hither- 
toknown. From these letters it was learned 
that Mrs. Hanson's maiden name was Josephine 
E. Bebrens, not Josephine E. Courtney as she 
had claimed, and that she had been married 
in St. Louis when quite young to one Britton 
A. Hillby whom she had one son, William 
Preston Hill. She was divorced from Hill 
Mr. Morrison, the Public Administrator there- 
upon opened a correspondence with young 
Hill who is a doctor, residing in S5t. 
Louis, about3’0 years of age and married, 
and two weeks ago the young man 
came to New York with the proofs 
of his identity and his righttothe money left 
by his mother as her share of the Louis Han- 
sonestate. The sum of $63,833.25 had already 
been paid to Hanson’s two sisters in Denmark 
astheir share. The money, after deducting 
expenses, including attorneys’ fees amount- 
ing to $16,316.74, was paid to him yesterday, 
as already stated.

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A FASCINATING WOMAN,

Mrs. Joanna E. Behrens Hill as She Is Re- 
membered—Her Famous Divorce Case. 


This is a sequel of a story a number of chap- 
ters of which were read years ago by the 
people of St. Louis. The entire history is 
more moving, more interesting, more rich in 
incident than any fiction on the shelves of the 
Mercantile Library. lt is trite to say this—that 
fact is stranger than fiction; but any one with 
a day off, who will go through a divorce case 
numbered 9,025 in the St. Louls Circuit Clerk's 
office, will complete the reading of 
the papers with just that sentence. 
Mrs. Hill was well known to the 
best society of St. Louis in the few years she 
lived tn the city, and citizens who are not so 
very old remember her vividly. She was a 
woman who would make herself rememDered. 
She was beautiful as a girl, and as a young wo- 
man brilliant and highly accomplished. Her 
name was not as stated in the above dispatch, 
Josephine, but Joanna. Sbe was born in St. 
Charlies, Mo., it 1837, was 

THE DAUGHTER OF DR. BEHRENS, 
one of the best known physicians of his day 
in this part of the country. She was educated 
in a convent, and thoroughly, too, those who 
knew her had occasion to learn. She was in 
1856 the belle of St. Charles, not only because 
of her attainments which were very muchin 
advance of those of other young ladies with 
whom she competed for the belleship, but De- 
cause of her beauty. A gentieman who met 
her professionally during the pendency of hei 
divorce proceeding, said to-day: ‘‘She was 
born to be the heroineofaromance. Her face 
was for years, to me, the standard by which all 
female beauty was to be judged. I donot know 
if I have ever seen a more lovely woman since, 
She was, I think, slightly above the average 
height of women, about 5 feet 5inches high, I 
should judge. Her features were remarkably 
‘regular, full and strong in every particular. 
Her eyes were large, dark and well-shaded by 


Her form was what I have been in the 
habit of calling perfection, and that too, 
after she had been the mother of three chil- 
dren. She dressed in quiet colors and with 
the most perfect taste. I knew my opinion of 
her beauty was not singular, for every man 
who knew her used to get intoastate of en- 
thusiasm over her, such asl never knew any 
other woman to excite.’*’ 

Given such charms she could not help figur- 
ing as a heroine, and, indeed, as the chief 
character of a most romantic history she must

latter part of the decade from 
one of the most prominent 
attorneys that rode in this circuit, 
He was regarded as the ‘‘coming man,’’ 
and although he had gone through the or- 
deal of a divorce proceeding butashort time 
previousiy was an ardent admirer of 
women in general, and became a de- 
voted slave of Miss Behrens in 
particular, about the latter partof 1856. He 
asked her to marry him, and against the 
advice and wishes of her family she con- 
sented. The wedding occurred in St. Charies, 
January 14, 1857. She came to St. Louls 
then ana in a short time began to fairly queen 
it in the most exclusive city socially on the 
continent. Not many months passed before 
the general admiration she excited caused dis- 
sensions between the husband and wife. 
They managed to live together, how- 
ever, for five years without any serious dif- 
ficulties, or, at least, any that became a mat- 
ter of record. In 1862 they went to Europe, 
and St. Louis people did not again meet Mrs. 
Hill afterward on the same plane as previous 
to that journey abroad. She did not return 
indeed until 1867, and shortly afterward

CHATTERING IN CHINESE, 


A Missionary’s Interesting Family—A Very 
Ancient Coin. 


Rev. Hunter Corbett, a missionary to 
China, will speak at Dr. Brooke’s 
Church on Washington avenue this 
afternoon, He is en route to China, and 
is bidding farewell to his native land for 
another long period of missionary labor 
in the Orient, He has represented 


Presbyterian interests in Northern China for 
twenty-five years. His family, which consists 
of five daughters, were reared in China, and 
are consequently well acquainted with 
the language and customs. They 
were atthe Laclede Hotel to-day, and a re- 
porter for the PosT-DISPATCH was astonished 


at the fluency with which the children 
conversed with each other in Chinese. 
They jabbered as harshly ag a 


company of washees and seemed to enjoy 
their visitor’s amazement. Mr. Corbett, on 
account of successful missionary work, is 
a prominent figure in the affairs of the 
northern portion of the flowerv kingdom. 
His church has a membership of 1,000 natives, 
who bave been proved many times, he said 
to-day,.to be ‘‘faithful unto death.’’ They 
have shown this by submitting unresistingly 
to scourgings, whippings and confiscation of 
property. Indeed, Mr. Corbett said, he could 
not believe that white mea could stand more 
firmly for their faith. 

Mr. Corbett has many curiosities picked up 
in the quarter of a cextury he has spent 
among the heathens. He carries some of 


these in his pocketbook. They afe 
coins older than the Christian’ era 
y many years. Selecting one 
he gave itto the reporter saying: ‘‘This is 


the oldest piece [have about me to-day, but 
its age, I guess, will ba great enough to make 
it of interest. It is 2,000 years old.’’ The 
coin was a little larger thun a nickel and wasa 
sort of broze composition, witha greenish 


color. In the center was a small hole through 
which a string is run. On this string the 
coins are placed, and in this way 


they are carried about. As each coin is worth 
only about one-tenth of a cent, a Chinaman 


may be excused for slow movements 
if he happens to have much 
money on his person. ‘Strangely 


enough, says Mr. Corbett, the coin hewave 
the reporter in no important particular differs 
from the money now in use. It is among 
customs as lingering as this that he has to 
work in religion.

IN A TIGHT PLACE 


ACTION ON THE ANTI- DISCRIMINATION 
RAILROAD BILL AGAIN POSTPONED. - 


— 


The Republicans Offer a Lengthy Substi- 
tate, Delaying Immediate Consideration 
of the Measure—Salisbury’s Anti-Bucket- 
Shop Bill Passed by the Senate—The 
House Cencurs in thé Senate Amend- 
ment to the Sine Die Adjournment Reso- 


islature.

JEFFERSON City, Mo., March 16.—The House 
this morning concurred in the Senate amend- 
ment to the joint and concurrent adjournment 
resolution, providing for the adjournment 
sine die of the General Assembly next Monday, 
and the Legislature will, accordingly, adjoura 
at noon on that day. 

THE AN1LI-DISCRIMINATION BILL. 

The House had its preliminary skirmish 
over the Senate railroad bill this morning, the 
result being a further péstponement of the 
final vote until 2 o’clock to-morrow after- 
noon, for the purpose of having printed a 


lengthy substitute offered by the Re- 
ublican members. Booth of Franklin, 
icIntyre of Cole, and other friends 


of the bill opposed the motion to print the 
substitute as part of a plan to delay action on 
the original bill, but the Republicans, holding 
the bulance of power in the House, had to be 
handled tenderly, and doubtless a number of 
Democratic anti-railroad members voted for 
a motion because of a desire not to offend 
them. 

At 100’clock Chairman Brown of the House 
Committee on Internal Improvements called 
up the Senate anti-discrimination railroad bill 
and asked that it be placed on its passage. 
Mr. Hicklin of Lafayette called for the regular 
order. The Chair directed the Clerk to report 
the bill. 

‘*‘Mr. Speaker,’’ said Dr. Richardson, ‘‘the 
regular order was cailed for and I believe that 
under the circumstances a suspension of the 
rules is required to take up the bill.’’ 

The Speaker put the question on the suspen- 
sion of the rules and on acilose vote decided 
the motion carried before a division could be 
called for. The ruling created some littie con- 
fusion, but before anything was done the 
clerk proceeded to report the bill. 

THE REPUBLICANS’ SUBSTITUTE. 

Mr. Moulton of DeKalb offered an amend- 
mentto the bill, which was longer than the 
original bill, and consumed over forty min- 
utes in reading. It provided, among other 
radical changes, forthe appointment bythe 
Governor, upon the passage of 
the bill, of two additional railroad 
commissioners who shall not be- 
long to the dominant political party 
in the State after the expiration of the terin of 
office of the present commissioners; the office 
shall be appointive by the Governor instead of 
elective, and the number of commissioners 
shall be reduced to three, the present num- 
ber. The amendment also fixed a makxi- 
mum schedule of (freight rates and 
owen for the classification of freights. 

r. Moulton’s ‘‘amendment’’ was clearlya 
substitute forthe entire bill, and taking that 
view of it Mr. Bridges moved that 300 copies 


of the substitute be ordered printed. 
Mr. Booth opposed the motion to 
print the substitute. He said that 


the House had adopted a resolution to ad- 
journ next Monday, and to delay considera- 
tion of the bill until it was printed, which 
certainly could not be done before to-mor- 
row, might endanger the passage of the 
original bill. There would not be time, 
this session, he said, to get the 
bill into and through the Senate 
with the amendments. Mr. Moore of 
Laciede said that it was not right to ask the 
members to yote on a substitue or amend- 
ment which they bad no opportunity to read 
and examine; he therefore believed that the 
motion to print should prevail.

The Lindell Avenue Beulevard—fales Made 
To-Day—Notes. 


A circular letter has been issued by Mr. 
Wm. 8. Pope, Chairman of the Lindell Avenue 
Boulevard Association, callinga meeting of 
the property owners of Lindell avenue, 
whether members of that organization or 
not, for Saturday evening next{at Hotel Beers. 
Mr. Pope said there were several important 
questions to be discussed at the meeting, as it 
had been sometime since the last one was 
held. Allthese questions and the discussion 
of them will point to the one object of making 
Lindell avenue, boulevard a beautiful and 


attractive road. Itisthe present intention to 
have the sidewalks of stone instead of brick, 
and to have them uniform throughout the 
length of the avenue, with a row of trees on 
each side of the stone pavements, so that their 
branches intime will unite above them and 
make a delightful promenade. A paper will 
be circulated Saturday night for signatures, 
asking the Municipal Assembly to grant per- 
mission for this change in sidewalk. ma- 
terial. 

An ordinance is now pending before the 
Council authorizing the Park Commissioner to 
set out the trees as a kind of linear annex to 


the park. The furthering the interests of this 
bill will be another question considered Satur- 
day night. 

The pavement of the roadway of the boule- 
vard is what is called the Telford; that is, it 
is the same as the graveled roadways of Forest 
Park, except that it is heavier. The man- 
ner of its construction is to lay a founda- 
tion of limestone blocks placed onend. This 
is coyered witha heavy bed of macadam mixed 
with cement, and the top is a surface of gravel 
heavily rolled. The ordinance forthis pave- 
ment has provision only for the road west of 
the old city Hmits. That portion of the boule- 
vard atthe @ast end and extending from a 
point 600 fget west of Grand avenue to 
Grand avenue is now paved with macadam. 
After the general meeting on Saturday a meet- 
ing efthe owners onthe lineof that 600 feet 
will be held ¢o consider a proposition to pave 
that bit alsqiwith the Teltord, thereby moking 
the entire boulevard of a uniform material. 

Mr. Pope satd further that there was no 
doubt that the boulevard, when completed, 
would be one of thefffnest in the country, an 
ornament to tire city and an enjoyabie drive to 


the great park. It would be aroadway in 
which every citizen would feel a 
protecting interest. For that rea- 
son it was advisable that it be 


protected from heavy travel. An ordinance 
had been passed prohibiting its use by heavy 
vehicles, but owing tothe fact that it had been 
passed ataspecial session not called for that 
purpose it was deélared invalid. He hoped, 
however, that the newspapers and citizens 
would unite in an appeal for its re-enactment 
at a regular session of the Assembly.

ROME, March 16,.—[Copyright, 1887.]—The 
American Cardinals held another reception in 
the palace of the Propaganda yesterday, and 
the attendance was as large as that of Mon- 
Gay. At the reception of the new French Car- 
dinal, recently elevated to the purple, which 
was also held yesterday, ladies were denied 
admittance, as it is contrary to etiquette on 
such occasions. The fair sex, however, were 
again admitted to the reception of the Ameri- 
can Cardinals in deference to the wishes 
of Cardinal Gibbons, who insisted that 
it was an American custom, and _ that 
as he was an American their presence 
was desirable. The rule was therefore 
set aside for the time being and the Cardinal’s 
gallantry was rewarded by aperfect avalanche 
of ladies, who swarmed about him and vied 
with each otherin doing him honor. The ab- 
sence of Mgr. Straniero at both receptions was 
remarked by everyone. He willbe remem- 
bered as the papal ablegate who conveyed the 
beretta to Cardininal Gibbons at the Baltimore 
Cathedral upon the occasion of the Cardinal’s 
elevation to the Sacred College. Rumors were 
rife asto the cause of Mer. Straniero’s ab- 
sence, several going so far as to say that he had 
fallen into some _ disfavor with the 
Vatican for assuming too much responsibility 
upon his recent visitto America. Others ex- 
plained his failure to appear by stating that he 
was not invited. Buta majority thought he 
was deterred by the fact that he has been liv- 
ing in retirement since his return to Rome.

Canby, who took the Zebly case up to that 
court, said this morning: ‘‘Now that it has 
been decided that the city will have to pay its 
bonded indebtedness, there is only one thing 
left for the tax-payers to do, and that is to 
vote to fund the debt. Of course, 
the same advantage cannot be derived 
trom funding it as could have been obtained 
before the decision was rendered, butlI be- 
lieve that the bondholders will consent to 
have it funded at a lower rate of interest than 
the bonds at present bear. If the debt is 
funded, a tax sufficient to pay the interest on 
the bonds will be levied by the State Auditor, 
who will also collect it and turn it 
over to the bond- holders. By this 
method they will be perfectly sure of getting 
their interest regularly and I believe they 
would agree to such « proposition. It would 
be best to have no delayin having the propo- 
sition put to the people, and it should be sub- 
mitted at the April election.’’

RUSSIA’S WOES. 


OFFICIAL ANNOUNCEMENT OF THE: AT. 
TEMPT ON THE CZAR’S LIFE. 


The Students Arrested with Bombs in Their 
Possession—A Gloomy View of the Plot— 
Probability That the Crown Prince of 
Germany Will Be Proclaimed Co- Regent 
—An Inn-Keeper and His Wife Perish in 
a Burning Building—The Fisheries Con- 
troversy—Foreign News. 


BERLIN, March 16.—The Post takes a gloomy 
view of the plot to assassinate the Ozar and 
gays: ‘‘With terror and regret we say that 
Europe must prepare to see Russia adopta 
policy of despair, taking shape either in fatal- 
istic resignation or frantic adventures. The 
latter is the more probable. It will requirea 
superhuman effort on the part of the Czar to 
oppose the tempest of voices calling for a war 
as aremedy for Russia’s woes.’’ 

THE OFFICIAL ANNOUNCEMENT. 

St. PETERSBURG, March 16.—The Official 
Messenger publishes the following: ‘‘On Sun- 
day lastatll o’clock in the morning three 
students of the St. Petersburg Uni- 
versity were arrested in the Newsky Pros- 
pect, baving in their possession bombs. The 
prisoners admitted that they belonged toa 
secret criminal society. The bombs found on 
them were charged with dynamite. Each 
bomb was arranged to throw eleven balls, and 
all these balls were filled with strychnine.

PERISHED IN THE FLAMES. 
BRACEBRIDGE, Ont., March 16.—The refresh- 


ment house of Hugh Denison, a frame build- 
ing neartherailway station, was destroyad 
by fire early yesterday morning. Itis sup- 
posed to have originated in Denison’s bed- 


when discovered had made such 
headway as to render it impossible to save 
either the building or contents.

WANT TO ARBITRATE. 

OTTAWA, Ont., March 16.—Recognizing the 
magnitude of the interests involved in the 
present fishery dispute and the importance to 
the people of this country of the pending diffi- 


culty, the Canadian Government, about eight 
weeks ago, forwarded to the Colonial Office in 
London a proposition which it was sugyested 
should be senttothe United States Secretary 
of State by the English authorities, sug- 
gesting a modus vivendi for the settle- 
ment of all differences between the 
British North American possessions and the 
United States. These propositions have not 
yet been made public. The full text of the 
matter so submitted was yesterday seen by 
your correspondent and the following is the 
substance: After rehearsing the history of 
the treaties of 1871, 1815 and 1854, as well as 
levislative action in 1830, the document sets 
out that by the treaty of 1871 Canada 
indeed went so far as to grant a continuance 
to the Americane of the treaty rights for six 
months in order not to interiere with or 
break in upon the fishery season of 1885. This 
concession was freely made, althouvh the 
United States refused on the plea of non pos- 
sumus, to continue to the Canadians the 
equivalent concession of admitting Canadian 
fish duty free. As soon as the fishing 
season ot 18386 opened, the Canadian Govern- 
ment issued a special circular, dated May 5, to 
the district custom officers, explaining the 
situation and ordering them ‘‘to furnish any 
foreign vessels, boats or fishermen found 
within three marine miles of the shore within 
your district with a printed copy of the ‘varn- 
ing inclosed herewith.’’ This warning notice 
curried out the enabling acts of the 1818 treaty. 
DODGING THE LAW. 

The document then goes won to say that the 
United States local authorities on this occa- 
sion for the first time devisel a remarkable 
plan to enable fishing vessels to escape laws 
made for fishing vessels. They provide fish- 
ing vessels with full permits as trading ves- 
sels, in effect saying to Canadians: ‘‘You 
must admit these vessels to your ports to buy 
lish, or bait, or stores, or what they will, for 
they are licensed traders.’’ But the Cama- 
dians have the simple rejoinder: ‘‘They are 
fishing vessels and, therefore, cannot trade.’’ 

Inregard to the bait question it is claimed 
that the catching of bait is fishing in its 
strictest sense, and that all bait is necessarily 
cauvht within the three-mile limit. To come 
Within that limit and buy fish, fresh-caught 
within the limit, is, in effect. to be responsible 
for the ishing. The Americans have a special

or buy bait on the Magdalen Islands 
and coasts of Newfoundland.

concession would have been obviously su- 
perfiuous if similar rights were conceded in 
the clause which specifies that they may enter 
other Canadian waters for the specified pur- 
poses of obtaining wood and water, or shelter, 
or repairs, ‘fand for no other purpose what- 
ever.’”’ 

It is then suggested that in order to settle all 
difficulties, Canada submits that Great Britain 
should at once propose tothe United States 
the settlement of: all questions without re- 
serve,-by the appointment of a comumission 
to consist as follows: One delegate to 
named by the Governor and Council of Cana- 
da; one from Newfoundland with the con- 
sent of Great Britain; two from the United 
States, and one trom some independent Euro- 
pean power. With such a commission it is 
said, all questions could be satisfactorily ad- 
justed. itis understood that Germany is the 
power which Canada would prefer as areferee.

‘STATE’S ATTORNEY GRINNELL GATHERS IN 
THE COOK COUNTY “BOODLERS,” 


Wardens McGarigle and Varnell and Mc- 
Donald and Driscoll Arrested Last Night 
—Connolly Arrested This Morning—Futile 


Attempts of the Prisoners to Give Bail— 


The Boodlers in Court This Morning. 


CHICAGO, March 16.—Warden MoGarigie of 
the Cook County Hospital, Warden Varnell of 
the County Insane Asylum, Ed McDonald, 
brother of the gambler and engineer at the 
County Hospital; Richard Driscoll, book- 
keeper of the Uhicago Pharmaceutical Com- 
pany, and James Connelly were arrested last 
night for conspiracy to defraud the county. 
Nicholas Schnaider, at one time a boiler- 
maker, but who recently figured as acon- 
tractor for steam-fitting and presented bills to 
Cook County for repairs ‘aggregating $93,000, 
has disappeared mysteriously. The Grand- 
jury is preparing a batch of indictments for 
conspiracy in county frauds. 

ALL NIGHT IN JAIL, 

The four ‘‘boodiers’’ arrested last night 
were compelled to remain in custody all night, 
in spite of the strenuous efforts of their many 
friends to have bail fixed. Judge Jamieson 
was aroused from sleep at midnight and hur- 
ried to the Sheriff’s office. He refused to fix 
bail until the State's Attorney or some of his 
assistants appeared and stated the nature of the 
indictments. Carriages were dispatched in 
every direction by the prisoners’ friends to 
find Mr. Grinnell, or some one of his many as- 
sistants, but their efforts were in vain, Nota 
representative of the State’s Attorney could 
be found, and after waiting until 2:30a. m. 
Judge Jamieson went home. The prisoners 
were very angry and said: ‘‘Grinnell wanted 
to se@ us in jail; that’s why he’s hidden.’’ 

GONNOLLY ARRESTED. 

James T. Connolly, book-keeper for Mc- 
Garigle, Warden of the County Hospital, and 
one of the indicted boodlers, was arrested at 
his home this morning. Connolly has beena 
witness betore the Grand-jury, and some think 
he has unbosomed himself to an extent that 
rendered the oflicials not very anxious to find 
him last night. 

THE BOODLERS IN COURT. 

The five county officials: Warden Wm. J. Mo- 
Garigle of the County Hospital, Warden Henry 
Varpell of the County Insane Asylum, Edward 
McDonald, Engineer of the County Hospital, 
and the employes, Driscoll and Connelly, ar- 
rested last night, were taken before Judge 
Anthony in the Criminal Court at 10 o’clock 
this morning. Anumber of city and county 
officials were present in the court-room, 
but otherwise the crowd was of only ordinary 
proportions. The prisoners were in charge 
of a Deputy Sheriff. Gen. I. N. Stilesap- 
peared on behalf of the State and stated tuat 
McGarigle, Varnell and McDonald had three 
indictments pending against them, which re- 
spectively charged them with conspiracy to 
defraud, and declared that one indictment 
involved complicity in the embezzlement of 

A 8UM EXCEEDING $100,000, 
while other indictments were for smaller 
amounts. He asked that the three defend- 
ants should furnish bail in the sum of $10,000 
on each indictment, and that the bail of Con- 
nelly and Driscoll be placed at $5,000 each, 


A HIGH GRADE OF CRIME. 

Mr. Forrest, on bebalf of the prisoners, 
argued thatthe alleged ottense was only to be 
regarded as a misdemeanor under the statute, 
and contended that the amounts asked for 
were excessive. Jadge Anthony said that 
whena charge of embezzlemeut was made 
against a public officer it was to be regarded 
asa high grade of crime and could not be 
treatec lightly. He cited the action ofthe 
New York courts in the recent trials for of- 
tenses similar to the ones charged 
ugainst these defendants, He would tix the 
bailin the amounts asked for by the State. 
The sureties then repaired to the office of the 
Clerk of the Criminal Court to schedule their 
property, and the regular call of the criminal 
calendar was resumed. While the bonds were 
being prepared, two ordinary prisoners were 
called before the Court, charged with stealing 
some pocket cutlery, and having pleaded 
guilty, were sentenced to one pear in the 
Penitentiary.

The home is the property of the Romag 
Catholic Sisters of St. Joseph, whic) order 
has charge of numerous schools, homes ang 
charities in the city.

queathed by a Mrs. Soulard to the Sisters of 
St. Joseph fourteen years ago, and was >

pied as a.school and later as a residence fop 
sisters engaged in teaching in the schools of 


St. Vincent’s parish until the parish erected 
a residence for these teachers in the reg 


of the school-house. That was two 
years ago, and an attempt was then 
made to utilize the building as a home 


for girls who were employed in 
elsewhere, and who did not wish to go to 
boarding houses. The plan was simila, to

MOTHERASSISSIUM, 

who has charge of the Home, said this MOrne 
ing: ‘‘We were not successiul in that fisiq 
chiefly, Ithink, because the Home is too tap 
from the center ofthe city. We never hag 4 
housetul of girls. So we were more ready to 
undertake a new work when the Opportunity 
was offered us.’’ 

The Creche, of which much has been said 
recently, is a portion of that work, a feature 
in the scheme; but it is a subordinate feature 
An Industrial Home is the chief idea. It jg in. 
tended to furnish shelter and food for girly 
who come to the city in seareh of work o 
who. are out of employment and are unable te 
find suitable places. It Is not to bein any 
sense a reformatory; giris who have not lived 
up to respectable standurds are not received 
in the Home, but are kindly sent to the Housg 
of the Good Shepherd, on Seventeenth and 
Market streets,a home devoted to. the ree. 
lamation of fallen women. 

Mother Assissium explained the plan of the 
Home of the Immaculate Concejition this 
morning. Sheis a very diminutive mother 
but full of life and unflagging energy; ful! to 
the brim too with womanly sweetness. She ig 
enthusiastic over the new work. ‘‘There are 
many girls,’’ she said, ‘‘who come to the city 
expecting to find work to do: some want to be 
cooks, some housemaids. They are usually 
directed to intelligence offices, which may or 
may not be the proper places for them to go, 
Sometimes they are entirely misdirected and

If they go to inteilivence offices they are 
allowed to sit about in idleness for days, un- 
til a situation is found. Sometimes they have 
nomoney. We receive here any girl ot re- 
spectaole appearance who applies for admis. 
sion, whether she has money or not, and keep

her until she is provided with a suitabie 
situation. If she has money we receive 
pay for -her board, but if penniless 
we keep her just the same. We are enabled 


to do this by an association of Catholic and 
Protestant ladies who founded the Creche and 
who have agreed to allow us a certain sum for 
the maintenance of each destitute girl we re. 
ceive. Atevery monthly meeting of the As 
sociation we will submit a report showing the 
number of girls received, how many paid, 
how many could not pay, and the number of 
days the destitute girls remained in the Home, 
Then the ladies will give us what the Home 
has earned. These same ladies wiil entirely 
support the Creche, for although we charge 
mothers 10 cents a day to care for their chil- 
dren, we only do so that they may not feed 
they are accepting charity; yet the cost @ 
keeping a child will be nearer 50 cents than ji, 
Girls who come to us will not live here in idle 
ness. We keep them employed all the time 
with some branch of housework. If a girl says 
she wants a position as a cook we put deria 
the kitchen as much to ascertain her ability 
as to employ her, for unless we know sue- 
thing about her we cannot give a recomment- 
ation. So girls who wish to be housemaids wt 
employed in the chamberwork. On Tuesdays 
some Of the ladies come to the Home and givé 
the girls instructions in d mestic economy, 
talk tothem about housework, and tell them 
mucn that they have themselves learned !n 
housekeeping. On Saturdays, also, the 
ladies come down and 

INSTRUCT POOR CHILDREN 

who come to the home in the afternoon to 
learn tosew. These children came last 5at- 
urday forthe first time. They were from? 
years of age to 12 and 13 vears. They are 
taught the use of the needle. If they need 
any article of clothing—an apron, a dress, & 
cloak or what not they are given the mate- 
rial, and the garmentis either cut for them 
or they areshown how tocut it themselves 
and makeit. When the garment is finished it 
is given tothemaker. Then we have in con- 
nection with the home a dressmaking estab- 
lishment, in which we do a great deal of 
work. A competent dressmakerisin charge, 
andthe sewing is done by giris who bave 
grown up in our orphan asylums and who are 
anxiousto learn a trade. They cometo us 
from the asylums and are kept until they have 
become dressmakers, when they can take po- 
sitions.’’ 

‘*Has the Creche been successful?’’ 

‘‘Quite so. It is so new, however, that 
much cannot be said about it. We have had 
as many as twelve babies on one day; to-day 
we have only two. The number fluctuates 
but as soon as working mothers learn of it 
think the number will increase.’’ 

The Sisters visit the Union Depot every other 
day in search of girls who have come to thé 
city in search of work and haye nowhere 
go. The police have been instructed to send 
such girls to the Home ifthey are of respect- 
able appearance. No questions are asked 
concerning the religious faith of the girls, but 
their names, nativity, parents’ residence and 
something of their life history is required by 
the sisters. The home for giris who are ¢m- 
ployed has not been abandoned, a number of 
rooms being reserved for the continuation of 
this plan.

THE IMPERIAL INSTITUTE. 

The imperial institutions are getting worse 
and worse ir their begging for petty snbecrip- 
tions. Ilearn from a lady friend who writes 
from Bayswater that lady, or, at any rate, 
woman canvassers are going round that neigh- 
for penny subscriptions 
among the poorest. One lately visited an old- 
woman who, when able, helped her husband 
to earn their joint living as a charwoman. 
One of the lady visitors pressed the old woman 
like a Cheap Jack for a shilling or six-pence 
down to at least a penny subscription, in spite 
of the repeated assurance that she could work 
no longer and that her husband was out 
of work. At Halstead a large meeting was 
recently held at which a resolution was 
proposed to open a subscription to the 
Iinperial Institute. The Chairman did not en- 
ter enthusiastically in his aavocacy of the In- 
stitute, andon the resolution being put to 
the vote, only twelve hands were put up In fa- 
Vorof it. It’s reallytime that other means 
should be adopted to meet the official liking 
for the Imperial Institute. A week or two ago 
attention was called to the circular of the 
Duke of Cambridge. Last week it was ad- 
mitted that Admiral Wills had issued a circu- 
larto naval commanders requiring them to 
collect money for this folly from the officers 
and men under the command. The Jubilee of 
George IIL. was celebrated bya present being 
made to all soldiers and sailors in the Gov- 
ernment employ of one day’s pay. I would 
suggest that ber Majesty should act upon this 
precedent instead of allowing this 
touting to continue. What in the 
name of common sense does ‘‘Tommy 
Atkins’’ or ‘‘Ben, the Bosen’’ know or care 
about an Imperial Institute. The Admiralty 
authorities seem to be incorrigible. Some 
time ago it was announced that the North- 
umberland, which had been lying up for two 
or three years, and might as well have been 
condemned at the beginning of that time, was 
to be brought forward for another commis- 
sion. The estimate for the necessary work 
Was $250,000; now, however, it is announced, 
that only $160,000 is to be epent on her. If 
there is any meaning in this, it means that 
this utterly obsolete ship is not even to be put 
into the necessary state of efficiency for active 
Service, but is to be just tinkered up 
enough to make a showing on paper and pass 
muster for afew months among the phantom 
Ships of the Channel Squadron. For any 
Practical result, the $160,000 might as well 
have been sunk in Piymouth Sound. 

THE AUSTRALIAN TORPEDO. 

We have just agreed to pay a fortunate Aus- 
tratian $550,000, forthe sole use of a torpedo 
which he has invented. The late Sir William 
Palliser was awarded $75,000 for his patent. It 
effected a saving to the country of $14, 885,000, 
for 854,635 Palliser projectiles have been made 
in the Government workshops. These pro- 
lectiles would, if made of steel, have cost 
117,500,000, whereas they only cost $2,652,870, 
4 few weeks ago a deputation met the Chan-

THE CANADIAN ADOPTION SYSTEM, 
The following communication is from a lady 


who has had ample opportunity of seeing how 
the children who are sent to Canada are 
treated. 


I confess that I never had very great 
confidence in the advantages ofthe Canadian 
adoption system. Some ot the children may 
be well treated, but I suspect that the lot of 
the great number is that portrayed by my 
correspondent: 

‘*‘I regret to learnthat another batch of 
little waifs collected from our big cities is 
about to be sentto Canada. These poor little 
folks, whose lot here isindeed hard enough, 
have at least, in the land of their birth 
the sympathy and companionship of their 
kind. Transported to the backwoods of 
Canada amid dreary and strange surround- 
ings, they are there doomed to pass their un- 
happy childhood and youth chopping wood; 
in fact, doing the meanest work, clad in the 
coarsest raiment and subsisting on‘ the rough- 
6st fare, which is notalways plentiful. The 
average Canadian rivals the Yankee in his 
eagerness for the dollar, and he spares neither 
bimself nor others painstaking, scraping nor 
protracted toil. Let me briefly describe a 
scene of which I was an eye-witness and which 
occurred a few years ago. A lady arrived in 
Woodville, North Ontario, with a number of 
little English children for*adoption. On the 
Same day she gave a very touching and 
eloquent description of the way the children 
had been coliected and shipped to Canada. 
The following morning the little boys and 
girls were placed on view inthe village school- 
room, ranged ina rowas slaves used to be 
down South for ingpection. The news had 
been passed about and the farmers and trades- 
people had gathered to make their choice. 
Among the groups of little ones were two lit- 
tle twin brothers who did not -seeim to realize 
what was taking place. <A farmer adopted 
one of them, and another farmer took 
the second, the homesteads of the two 
men being nearly a hundred miles 
apart. The hour had now come for 
them to be parted perhaps forever, and at any 
rate their very namesto be changed and their 
identity lost. No one, save an eye-witness, 
can imagine the look of sorrowful amazement 
depicted on the little fellows’ faces when they 
realized, in their babyish fashion, whatit all 
meant. A mother, I think, would rather see 
her children take the chances of the Lcndon 
streets than doomedtothe soul-starving ex- 
istence of a Canadian homestead.’’ 

No revelations and no criticisms seem to be 
able to conquer the corruption of the city. 

At the last meeting of the Common Council 
the accounts were presented of the expendi- 
ture of laying the memorial stone of the Tower 
Bridge by the Prince of Wales in June last. 
Though there was no eating and drinking, the 
amount spent was close on $15,006—$10,000 be- 
ing spentin erecting and fitting up u pavil- 
lion, $1,000 on cards of invitation and $2,000 on 
the trowel given to the Price of Wales and on 
the badges of the committee. The careful 
way in which the cost of the committee’s 
badges and the gift to the Prince are mixed up 
is especially worthy of imitation by vestries, 
exhibition commissioners and other persons 
who take a delight in hoodwinking the public.

RHODE ISLAND POLITICS. 


The Republican Macbine Thoroughly De- 
moralized—Wetmore Withdraws. 


Ry Telegraph toe the POST-DISPATC'. 
PROVIDENCE, March 16.—Tbe Republican 
machine has become thoroughly demoralized. 
Senator Aldrich, its nominal head, bas fled the 
State and is traveling inthe South for his 
health, and bis leaders here have apparently 
lost their heads. Everything is really at sixes 
and sevens inthe Republican camp. The Re- 
publican Oonvention to nominate a State 
ticket meetsto-day. Three weeks ago it was 
generally accepted that the Republican Con- 
vention would simply meet, nominate Wet- 


more and ratify the agreement of the bosses. 
The delegates to the convention are still 
repared to. execute the mandate of the 
Sennen. but the bosses are troubled as to what 
that mandate should be. There has been a 
shaking up of the dry bones in their ranks, 
and they are puzzied how to act. Senator 
Aldrich, when he tooked over the situation 
here last week, after the nomination of Davis, 
made up his mind that his health would not 
permit him to remain long in this locality and 
he departed in haste for the more salubrious 
atmosphere of the South. His associates are 
bewailing his departure and say that he has 
LEFT THEM IN THE LURCH. 

The situation was put tothe PostT-DISPATCH 
correspondent very concisely by a leading Re- 
publican, who believes thatthe best interests 
of the State would be served by retiring the 
present Republican machine. He said: 

‘*Wetmore has wisely decided to withdraw. 
The pressure brought to bear against him, and 
especially after the harmonious Democratic 
Convention, was too strong for him to stand, 
and he has bowed to the inevitable. Certain 
defeat stared him in the face if he should 
run again. What is troubling the machine 
now is to find a man to take Wetmore’s piace. 
To explain their position fully, it is necessary 
to go back afew months. The leaders held a 
meeting in December to arrange tbeir pro- 
gramme for the spring campaign. Mr. Aldrich 
presided, Wetmore said that he had about 
enough of the Governorship and did not care 
to foot the expenses of another peggy > I for 
the stale honur of being Governor. Aldrich, 
however, was anxious to have Wetmore 
again a candidate, and held out the tempt- 
ing bait of Chase’s seat in the 
United States Senate as an extra inducement. 
Under these conditions Wetmore consented to 
run again, vr rather to pay the expenses of the 
campaign. Accordingly, in January, he paid 
the registration tax of ali the ublican 
voters. which amounted to something like 
$20,000. Where the rub comes now is that

for the money oseeeey spent. William A. 
Harris of this town is willing togive up $20,000 
to Wetmore for the privilege of running for 
Governor in his place, but Harris is almost as 
objectionable as Wetmore. He was one of the 

men in the notorious ‘‘New- 

port al,’’ and there is ever 

assurance that the Providence Journ 
will bolt the ticket if Harris is named. 
‘‘There is some talk of nominating Rowland 
Hazard of this city. He is a son of Rowland 
M. Hazard, who was a partner of Oakes Ames 
in his Pacific Railroad scheme, which cuimin- 
ated in the Oredit Mobilier scandal, Hazard 
Sr., made a large fortune out of these trans- 
actions. Theson isaiso wealthy, but he re- 
fuses, itis undérstood, point biank to make 
ood Wetmore’s $20,000. If he should be nom- 
nated without some understanding with Wet- 
more, regarding this matter, power of the 
‘ring’ would be against him. Harris may be 
taken as the only substitute who is ‘avail-

It does not seem soin her. Conscious superi- 
ority is as near the thing as one 
can get. It is an air about her elo- 
quent of assurance that all she has 
to do is to sing to capture her audience. 

IT IS BORN OF ADMIRATION AND WORSHIP 
that have been the fad te fe experience of 
her life, and of knowledge of her power and 
the perfection of her voice. Asshe naively 
put it once when accused of jealousy, 

is there to be jealous of?’’ 
with her voice and career, 
Whoever she may be she has not 
proved her title. This consciousness is, in 
her ease, hertripping step, her pretty little 
feminine ways and smiling good humor, and 
that indefinable manner which takes the audl- 
ence into her confidence,and wins them almost 
before she has opened her mouth. But there is 
more than these even in hercharm. There is 
that classic simplicity and frankness that be- 
speaks the trained artiste. 

Mme. Patti never appearedin more capti- 
vating humor. nor sang with finer spirit and 
perfection than tIast evening. She fairly 
revelied in her own efforts and sparkled with 
brightness. She tripped smilingly to the foot- 
lights and sang the aria ‘‘Ah! Fors e Lui,’’ 
from Traviata, as it seemed she had 
never sung it before—brilliantly for 
her, and then with a pretty shake of 
ber head and a bow caught the last note and 
held it as sheran off the stage with her hands 
up. The encore Was cheerfully and beauti- 
fully given. It was ‘‘Kathieen Mayourneen’’ 
and itgained her a half-dozen recalls which 
she answered with kittenish delight. 
Her cavatina, ‘‘O Luce,’’ from Linda, was 
also marvellously well sung and was én- 
thusiastically encored. For a response she 
parleyed a moment with Sig. Arditi, and with 
a resigned gesture submitted, and the first 
strains of ‘‘Home, Sweet Home,’’ were 
greeted with applause. In her mouth it is a 
perfect gem which never wearies. In 
‘*Martha’’ the diva was never happier. ‘‘The 
Last Rose ofSummer’’ was simply enchanting. 
It seemed as if never had such ex- 
quisite notes, such charming taste and admir- 
able expression been combined. The melody 
of song and voice enraptured the audience and 
it was demanded tumultuously twice again, 
The last time Mme. Patti singing it in English. 

IN THE REMAINDER OF THE CONCERT 
Mme. Scaichi was undoubtedly missed, 
although Patti filled all the demands. The 
programme was admirably given, Sig. Galassi 
Fonteriag his selections in fine voice and 
splendid form. Sig. Novara sang finely also, 
and Sig. Guille rendered several selec- 
tions 4 a style that again proved 
bim in possession of a fine lyric tenor voice 
thoroughly trained. Sig. Arditi, in addition 
to the overture ‘‘La Gazza Ladra,’’ by Rossini 
gave a charming gavotte of his own, entitle 
‘“‘L’Ingenue,’’ a repetition of which was de- 
manded. The trio from ‘‘William Tell,’’ by 
Sigs. Guille, Galassi and Novara, was admira- 
ably sung, and an aria buffa by Sig. Migliara 
was well rendered and only failed of full ap- 
preciation because it was not understood. 

The second act of ‘‘Martha,’’ with Mme. 
Patti as Martha, Mile. Valerga as Nancy, Sig. 
Guille as Lionel and Sig. Novara as Plunketé, 
was an acceptable finale, Mme. Patti entering 
fully into the spirit of the work, Mile. Valerga 
doing her part cleverly and the male roles be- 
ing admirably filled, barring some awkward- 
ness of manner on the part of Sig. Guille.

THE CIVIL COURTS. 


— 


WITHDRAWAL OF THE PETITION FOR 
ELECTION OF SCHOOL DIRECTORS. 


Two Potent Reasons for that Course—The 
Effect of the Measure Before the Legis- 
lature—Mrs. McCosh Recites Her Matri- 
monial Troubles—Judge Barclay’s Week- 
ly Batch of Decisions—New Suits Filed 
To-Day. : 


On Monday last a petition was presented to 
Judge Valliant in behalf of citizens and tax- 
payers, calling upon the court to order an 
election for school directors in every ward, 
except the Third and Thirteenth, by reason of 


the Redistricting Commissioners’ changes 
in the boundaries of the respective 
wards. Is was represented that the 


school directors had fatied to take any action 
in the matter and in that event the power de- 
volved upon the Circuit Court to order an 
election. Judge Valliant took the petition 
under advisement and in the meantime the 
question of the Court’s jurisdiction was dis- 
cussed in legal circles. This morning the 
petition was withdrawn and the Court’s de- 
cision was, therefore, not needed. 

The actunder which the Court’s authority 
was invoked was repealed in 1883. Another 
reason for withdrawing the petition was the 
passage by the House of the Drabelle bill, 
which provides for a reorganization of the 
School Board, dividing the city into fourteen 


districts of two wards in each district. The 
new board would be composed of twenty-one 
directors, one from each of the fourteen dis- 
tricts and seven at large. The elections would 


take place every two years for one 
half of the board, and the dis- 
tricts are to be divided by the Circuit 


Court. The first election, if the bill passes the 
Senate and becomes a law, would take place 
on the first Tuesday in May and all the present 
members of the board would retire. Citizens 
eligibie for election must have paid a school 
tax for two years prior to the election. 

The present board, while noting the changes 
in the ward boundaries, has held off from any 
action, in view of the Drabelle measure before 
the Legislature, which would change the en- 
tire order of things at the Polytechnic. 


The McCosh Marital Misfit. 


A petition for a decree of divorce has been 
filed in the Circuit Court by Mrs. Clara A. Mc- 
Cosh against George C. McCosh. They were 
married on the 12th of October, 1885, and the 


separation took place last month. Mrs. Me- 
Cosh complains of a series of indignities to 
which she was subjected by her hus- 
band. She _ alleges that he neglected 
her in every way and failed to provide for her 
inaproper manner. She was compelled, un- 
der the circumstances, to seek the assistance 
of her relatives. Her husband frequently re- 
mained away from home without cause and 
stayed with his own relatives. Upon his re- 
turn he would curse and abuse her, andif 
any explanation was sought fur his absence, 
he invariably replied that if she did 
not like hisways, she knew very weil what 
she could do. Mrs. McCosh further com- 
plains that her husband always treated ber 
coldiy and harshly, and endeavored to 
humiliate herin the presence of others by his 
words and actions. Her friends and acquaint- 
ances were prevented from visiting her on 
account of her husband’s strange conduct. 

It is further alleged that her husband acted 
at times with violence and in every way ren- 
dered her condition intolerable. She asks 
for a decree of divorce and for restoration of 
her maiden name.

Judge Barclay to-day rendered a decision in 


the suit of Stanton vs. Boschert et 
al., & proceeding to set aside cer- 
tain transfers as in fraud of § cred- 


itors, and toassert an alleged priority in favor 
of the plaintiff. On motion of counsel for the 
piaintitf the Court, in case No. 65,827, directed 
the application of the surplus proceeds of the 
sale under executions Nos. 112 and 113 of the 
April term, 1885, to the claim of the 
plaintiff under execution No. 108 of that term, 
und that surplus was accordingly so applied. 
These surplus proceeds were realized on exe- 
cution sales based on the priorities then ex- 
pressed in the attachment proceedings which 
the plaintiff attempted in this case to question 
and set aside. Under the decisions 
of the Supreme Court of this State, 
concerning the effect of such action asa rati- 
fication of the execution sales in which such 
surplus was realized or at ieast a ratification 
of the priorities of levy of the attachment 
writs on which said sales were predicated, the 
Circuit Court holds that the bill cannot be 
maintained.

THE MILLEDGEVILLE POISONING. 


Three of the Children Dead and Others Dy- 
ing—The Voudoo Doctor. 


MILLEDGEVILLE, Ga., March 16.—Fuller de- 
tails of the poisoning of the family of John 
Harris are now in. In the little two-room 
cottage on Mrs. Morris’ plantation in one 
room lies John Harris, his wife and one cbild, 
while inthetwo beds inthe otherroom are 
three children in each. Ona table in the cor- 
nerisachild waiting tobe laid in the coffin 


and to be buried by the side of its sister, who 
died Sunday night. Thisis the condition in 
which your correspondent found the unfortun- 
ate family yesterday morning. One chila died 
while he was there, and four others were in a 
dying condition when he left last night. The 
dead at present are Fannie, Peter and Mattie 
Harris. Those whose deaths are anticipated 
at any moment are Jobn, the wife Henrietta, 
Mary, Joseph and Vine. Those who may pos- 
sibly recover are John, Ida, Lulaandl letcher. 
THE VOUDOO DOCTOR. 

A visit to the scene reveals the fact that Jim 
Bonner, the voudoo doctor, is king among the 
negroes of that section. His name alone 
brings tear to the faces of this ignorant and 
superstitious people. Nothing can be learned 
from them concerning him. They are afraid 
that hewill bring the same afflictions upon 
them if they talk about his power. Suspicion 
rested upon him from the beginning, and the 
intelligence obtained from Eli Young, 
a negro from the same plantation, makes the 
evidence against Bonner very strong. Bon- 
ner cluims to have the power to cure a victim 
of poison, and Young told him that John 
Harris did not believe that he could conjure or 
cure poisoned people. Bonner then said: ‘‘All 
right. He may not believe in my power, but I 
will show him.’’ 

Another spark of evidence is that Bonner’s 
wife is a sister of Henrietta Harris, and has 
not visited the family until last evening. 
On being asked why she had not paid more 
attention to her sister, she said: ‘‘I 
‘thought they all had scariet fever and was 
scared to go about them.’’ This, of course, 
is not true, for everybody knew what was 
the matter withthe family on Sunday. The 
‘Sheriff arrived at the scene to arrest Jim Bon- 
rer,and probably others. A regular panic 
‘prevails among the superstitious negroes of 
ithat section. All around the house and yard 
they are seenin little groups discussing the 

(power of voudooism, and taking care that

BOOMING RIVERS. 


Break in the Missouri Expected—Melting 
Snow Pouring Into the River. 


BISMARCK, Dak., March 16.—The Northern 
Pacific train from the West, which was de- 
layed seventy hours by flood, reached here 
lastevening. The reports indicate that the 
Missouri must break within a week, and there 
is great alarm among the people living along 
the banks. The Yellowstone, Little Missouri 
and Prior rivers are free of ice and 
flooding their banks. Over thirty 
bridges on _ the Northern Pacific, 
between this point and Billings have been 
Bwept away and much damage has been occa- 
sioned by the floods. . Passengers report that 
Miles City hae beén twice inundated within the 
last week, and a report reaches here that the 
town is again under water. Water flowed in 
all the streets, andin one street, in the rear 
ofthe town, it wus over ten feet deep, com-

At Medora 
the water in the Little Missouri has

FITZPORTER’S TOOL, 


Benj. Walton Admits the Perjury and Goes 
to the Work-house. 


Benj. Walton, the negro who made an affi- 
davitin supportof John L. Fitzporter’s mo- 
tion for a new trial and when arrested admit- 
ted that he had sworn falsely, was before 
Judge Noonan inthe Court of Criminal Cor- 
rection this morning for trial on a charge of 
perjury. Inthe affidavit Walton alleged that 
just before Fitzporter’s trialhe had met Mrs. 


Dossen and Della Meyers, the two principal 
witnesses for the State. and that 
they admitted to him that there was no tiuth 
in the charge against Fitzporter, but that they 
were going to send him ‘‘up the road’’ for 
what he had done to Mrs. Dossen’s son Rich- 
ard. Atthe time Walton alleged he met them, 
Della Meyers wasin the House of the Good 
Shepherd. It was immediately decided to ar- 
rest Walton, and when found he broke down 
completely and admitted that he was _ hiding 
from the police because he knew they would 


wantto arrest him ior ‘‘tellin’ lies fo’ Fitz- 
potah.’’ He then made a clean 
breast of the whole affair, said he 


had been visited by Fitzporter, who told him 
he had a $100 job for him, and that he sworeto 


had never seen Detia Meyers in his life, and 
although he knew Mrs. Dossen by sight, he 
had never spoken to her. Fitzporter had 


promised him $100 and an old horse and wagon 
to haul ashes, in case he got out of his trouble 


ali rignt. A denial was attempted by Fitz- 
porter, but this was knocded in the 
head by Walton’s own action in 
the Court of Criminal Correction 


this morning. Hepleaded guilty by consent 
to making a corrupt voluntary oath, and was 
sentenced by Judge Noonan to one year in the 
Work-house, the highest punishment for the 


offense. Prosecuting Attorney Claiborne 
asked Walton it he realized what he was 
doing, and explained to him that in pleading 
guiity to the charge he was admitting 
that he had told a lie and sworn to 
it. Walton replied that he knew 


what he was admitting and said that he had 
sworn to a lie for Fitzporter and wanted to get 
his punishment right away and have the mat- 
ter over with. 

Unless guilty of the offense Waiton would 
certainly not plead guilty and take the ex. 
treme punishment allowed by law. This in 
itself fixesacase of subornation of perjury 
against Fitzporter that, if pressed, he will find 
aifficulty in defending.
